Alfalfa! Magic word. Probably 
every thinking farmer secretly wish- 
es he had some of it. 

No Need to Sigh. 

There is no need for any farmer to 
sigh in a kind of patient resignation 
to his fate and say, “Yes, alfalfa is 
wonderful for soil and for feed; but, 
we can’t grow it up here.” 

Man, that kind of talk is all bunk, 
or punk, or something of that useless 
nature. Who settled it that we can 
not grow alfalfa on every farm in this 
county? 

I do not hesitate to say that I can

TREATING STERILITY IN COW 


Most Cases Become Chronic or Perma 
nent Unless Properly Handled 
by Veterinarian. 


In many herds where abertion dis- 
euse is present, from five to ten per 
cent of the cows, become sterile or bur: 
ren, and most cases become chronic 
or permanent unless they are treated 
by a qualified veterinarian. Dr, W. L. 
Wilijains of the New York State Vet- 
erinary college is to be given credit 
for the plan ef precedure in handling 
these cows. The treatment should not 
be neglected too long ufter the cows 
manifest this symptou. 

A thorough exatnination of the pa- 
tlent Is necessary to locate the trou 
either in the uterus, ovaries or 
fallopian tubes, and treated aecord- 
ingly, It is net uncemmoen for a skilled 
operator to restore five out of six cases 
to a reproductive state under favor- 
able conditions, 

Cases of long standing should he 
sold to the butcher, as the truamnent 
falls to help them. A cuse of more 
than eight month’ ta one year's 
standing is very diseouraging to the 
operator, for he realizes that funetion- 
al changes have taken place in the 
reproductive organs that will he diff 
cult to correct by treatment. There 
fore do not delay having an animal 
examined and treated in the beginning 
of the trouble instead of waiting until 
Fhe annual loss vnused 
by sterility would be surprisingly high 
if survey could be made and accurate 
data obtained from the cattle breeders. 


RATION MUST BE ATTRACTIVE 
Dalry Cow to Do Well Requires Feed 
Containing Proper Elements 
for Milk Flow, 

Cows won't do well on food that 
isn't palatable, say the feeding men 
at the New York College of Agricul- 
ture at Ithaca. Not only must the 
aulry cow's ration contain the proper 
elements ff she Is to be “worth her 
keep,” but it must be so attractive to 
her that she will eat plenty and keep 

up a good flow of milk. 

On the other hand, say the dalry- 
men, it Isn't wise to change a ration 
suddenly even to make it better. A 
cow {s a delicate. milk-producing ma- 
chine, and sudden changes in her food 
are quite Nkely to upset some part of 
the machinery, with a resulting loss of 
milk. 

The condition of the food probably 
has most to do with its palatability; 
moldy grains or roughage don't appeal 
to nny self-respecting cow.

ON SEA CUT PACT 


CANADA ASKED ‘yo NEGOTIATE 
TREATY ON LAKES-TO- 
OCEAN ROUTE, an 


Montreal's Opposition, for Game That 
New York Fighta Project, May 
Hold Off Actlon. 


Washington —- The administration 
has opened communications with 
Canada, through the British embassy, 
looking to the negotiation of a treaty 
under which could be effected the 
project for deepening the boundary 
waterways so that the Great Lakes 
‘porte could be reached by ocean 
traffic. President Harding is under- 
Stood to hold that a treaty must be 
mada, 

The state department has formally 
announced that un May 17, Secretary 
Hughes sent to Sir Auckland Geddes, 
the British ambassador, a note stating 
that this government would be glad 
to open negotiations on the treaty. 
Sir Auckland, it {gs understood, has 
forwarded the note to the Canadian 
goverument but no formal reply has 
been received ag yet. 

It is understood that there may be 
some delay on the part of the Cana- 
dian government in getting down to 
cases in the matter. The new Cana- 
dian premier, MacKenzie King, who 
went into office in the recent Litb- 
eral victory in Canada, has a program 
of legislation that he Is anxious to 
put through and he depends in con- 
siderable meéasure upon the support 
of representatives of the province of 
Quebec. These representatives, it {s 
reported, are much interested in the 
port of Montreal, which is said to be 
opposed to the project on much the 
same grounds that New York is op- 
posing it on thig side of the line. 
The belief of the administration 
that a treaty should be negotiated 
before the project is undertaken is 
said to be a serious disappointment 
to members of congress from the 
Great Lakes stations, At best, they 
see delay in {t, and at worst practical 
defeat through indefinite postpone- 
ment. For the same reasons the ad-

After leaving orders at the hospital 
that he was to be notified at once tf 
his friend showed signs of being able 
to talk, Tracey visited the scene of the 
shuoting In the hope of being able to 
find footprints or other evidence which 
would assist him in the search which 
he Intended to make. The investiga- 
tion, however, was entirely frultless. 

The dying pollceman’s revolver had 
been fired three times, but without 
effect—for Tracey found .the bullets 
lodged 1n the rafters of a nearby ware- 
house, sufliciently close together to 
provide a hazy outiHne of the place 
trom Which Lawrence's assailant must 
have fired. So far as Tracey was able 
to reconstruct the affalr, Lawrence had 
come upon some one trying to break 
into the warehouse, had probably 
warned him by a shot over his head 
and followed that by two other shcts 
which failed to taxe effect. The burg- 
lur had then turned and fired pofnt 
blank at the policeman, dropping him 
where he stood. 

But who was the other man? 

This was the question to which 
‘Vracey determined to devote as much 
time as necessary, the problem with- 
out a clue, 

It was late the following night be- 
fore Lawrence's condition showed any 
signs of change, and then only for the 
worse. The physicians gave him only 
a few hours to live, and Tracey hung 
continually over the bed, hoping for 
some word or sign whieh wou? pro- 
vide an indication of the murderer's 
identity.

Wooster Station, says: “When 
the land begins to need lime it is a 
waste of time, energy and money to 
continue cultivating it until this need 
is supplied, for the economical use ot 
every other fertilizing material, in- 
cluding manure, depends upon the 
lime supply. If that be deficient, ev- 
erything else must fall short of its 
possible attainment.” 

How is this brought about? The 
average corn crop takes ‘twenty-seven 
pounds; oat crop, twenty-three pounds 
wheat crop, nineteen pounds; timothy 
one and one-half ton yield, forty 
pounds; clover two ton yield, one hun- 
dred pounds; and alfalfa four ton 
yield, two hundred forty pounds. 
These subtractions are constantly be- 
ing made day and night and any farm- 
er can readily understand that land 
which has been under cultivation fifty 
or more years would have a very much

supply. 

The land déwner heretofore has 
wondered at his decreased yields and 
his increased difficulties of tillage and 
cultivation. Clover refuses to grow, 
weeds become more abundant, crops 
diminish and profits disappear. 

The conservation and maintenance 
of soil fertility becomes the farmer's 
large problem. After many crops 
have been harvested, and when drain- 


age, cultivation, and fertilization are. 


neglected, the soil becomes sour, Soils 
are acid not because they contain 
free acids, but because, in the absence 
of lime and magnesia to combine with 
the acids present, aluminum and iron 
combine with these acids, forming 
compounds which act the same as 
acids, and which are poigonous to 
most plants. When the land is in 
this condition there must be applied 
some agency which will neutralize 
the acid before it will again yield prof- 
Hable crops. Agricuitural Jimestone 
is the cheapest and best agency for 
this purpose. 

In its early use the elements ot 
limestone were regarded as fertiliz- 
ers. They should not be so considered 
but as a soil amendment to correct un- 
profitable soil conditions. As a word 
of warning, agricultural limestone will 
not take place of drainage, farm ma- 
nures, crop rotation, or proper tillage 
and cultivation. The farmer must 
take the soil as he has it and the types 
of soil will vary with the different 
types of materials of which it is com- 
posed. The addition of agricultural 
limestone will make the soil yield 
plant food in digestible form which 
otherwise could not use.or obtain. 

Clay soils yield to the influence of 
limestone by changing the texture or 
breaking large clods into smaller divi-

ORDER AFFECTS 400,000 MEN 


Lower Cost of Living Given As Motive 
for $48,000,000 a Year saving 
for Railroads. 


QObicago — Readjustment of the 
wages of “yproximately 400,000 main 
tenance of way employes of the rail 
ways of the country, effective July 
1, in eocordance with decreases in 
the cost of living and wages in sim 
ilar outside employment since the do 
olsion of the board last July, was 
provided for in « decision by the 
United States raflroad labor board 
and made public Sunday night. . 

The decision is expected to reduce 
present payrolls of the railroads about 
$48,000,000 per year and to reduce the 
pay of the majority of the mainten- 
ance of way men five cents per hour, 
but important classes of the employes 
were given a smaller cut. Under the 
majority head were included track 
laborers and other classes usually 
designated as “common laborers.” 

The decision was signed by the 
three railroad members of the 
board and the three members repre 
senting the public group. <A dissent- 
ing opinion was filed by'the three 
members representing the labor 
group. The dissenting opinion con- 
tended that the wage-soale provided 
in the decision waa insnfficlent to 
sustain life on the basis of American 
standards. ‘ 

The board's decision followed the 
hearings held on the request of the

GHILD LABOR LAW HELD INVALID 


Supreme Court Decldes That Rights 
of States Were Usurped, 


Washington—The child labor law 
has been declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court. 

The law, enacted in 1919, was In- 
tended to regulate employment of chil- 
dren in any mill, cannery, workshop, 
factory or manufacturing estabiish- 
ment, under the age of 14, or In any 
mine or quarry under 16 by imposing 
an excise tax of 10 per cent on the net 
annual profits of those employing such 
labor. It was attacked on the ground 
that it attempted to regulate an exclu- 
sively state funotion, in violation of 
the federal constitution and the tenth 
amendment and was defined as a mere 
excise tax levied by congress under 
ita power of taxation.
